BLACK AND HILL. 


THE CONDITION OF THE TWO 
GEORGIANS AT WASHINGTON. 


The Sudden and Alarming Illness of Representative 
Black, of the First Georgia District— Details 
of His Attack and Prostration—But Little 
Hope- Senator Hill’s Condition. 


Wasutxctox, March 1°.—[{Special.]—Con. 
gressm?n Black at a late hour to-night is ina 
very precarious condition. He had suffered 
from dyspepsia since he came to Washington, 
but had recently felt much improved under 
the treatment of Dr. Lawrence. He was 
especially hearty last Thursday, when he ad- 
dressed the house on the agricultural bill. On 
Friday he ate for lunch at the capital some 
raw oysters. After the adjournment he 
walked to his house, more than a mile 
i 


distant. 
THE FIRST SYMPTOMS, 


About 6 o'clock he began to feel sick, and 
after a light dinner had a case of severe indi- 
gestion. Doctors were summoned, and found 
after a chil) passed, that the entire left sidg 
was paralyzed. Jle was very low all night, 
but rallied on Saturday morning. On Satur. 
day night there was little change, andon Sun- 
day noon the chill recurred, and the patient 
sank below any previous point. 

TE OUGHT TO BE DYING. 

Last night was spent in long and doubtful 
watch, and about noon to-day he grew very 
cold and was thought to be dying, but there 


were more favorablesymptoms this afternoon: | 


THE RAY OF HOPE, 

Drs. Busey, Garnett and Lawrence, con- 
sulted to-night, and after the conference Con- 
gressman Turner asked Dr, Busey if there was 
any hope. Ilis only reply was: 

“Where there is life there is hope.” 

The pulse rose to a hundred’ and 
thirty-six to-day, but has fallen 
toa hundred and sixteen. Respiration bet- 
ter. The patient has lost the use of all his 
limbs, but retains perfect consciousness, and 
has talked frequently since the stroke, always 

‘in the most buoyant tone. He suffersa little. 
Richard Peter, jr., brother-in-law to Mr. 
Black, reached here-to-night from his home 
near Philadelphia, with the best skill and the 
tenderest ministration. 

A GLOOMY OUTLOOK, 

The outlook is stiil yery gloomy. The doc- 
tors say that if he can live through the night 
there will be reasonable hope. They think he 
may have strength enougia to rally success- 
fully if the fever does not continue much 
longer. 

SENATOR HILL'S CONDITION, 

Senator Hil! continues to improve. He has 
had little pain all day, and is in excellent 
spirits. ‘To-night his prospects are better 
than at any time since the last operation.

THE OMAHA STRIKERS. 


A Conflict with the Military, in Which one Man gets 
hillkid 


OmauHA, Nebraska, March 13.—The dissatis- 
faction among the laboring classes is caused 
by the attempt to raise the price of common 
labor to $1.75 per day. All the men who 
have heretofore struck are still hoiding out, 
and now all the men at the smelting works, 
both night and day gangs, have quit work. 
They did not strike. They said to their 
employers that they were satisfied with 
their wages, but unless they quit work and 
joined the labor union they would undoubt- 
edly be interfered with. Boyd’s packing 
house alsoshut down. The report that the 
white lead works’ employes have decided 
to quit is not fully contirmed, but the lead 
works, being dependent on the smelting 
works as a source of supply, could not run 
long with the latiershut down. The man 
agers state that they have suflicient funds to 
relieve any suffering from a strike tor sey- 
eral days yet. 

THE CALLING OUT OF THE MILITARY. 

It is a settled fact that President Arthur and 
the secretary of war replied favorably to 
Governor Vance'’s request for government 
troops. <A telegram to that effect has been 
received here. Three companies, 150 men, 
regular infantry, left Fort Sidney by a special 
train, to arrive Saturday. These, with the 
troops at Fort Omaha will makea force strong 
enough to enforce law and order. An army 
officer, close to General Crook, says the plan 
is. as SOOn as the railroad has a laboring torce 
ready to go to work on the depot grounds, to 
station 100 regular troops, with a Gatling gun 
and howitzer, on the grounds and let railroad 
men go towork. Eight companies of state mi- 
litia, under command of Colonel Colby, ar- 
rived here this morning, and three companies 
ofthe Fifth cavalry, United States army, 
under command of Captain Adams, arrived 
from Fort Sianey at noon. The presence of 
the military in the city has thrown people 
into a furore of excitement. 

J THE RIOTOUS LEADERS. 

The arrest of Fonda and Hanron, active 
leaders in the strike, though neither are ia- 
boring men, shows the authorities are in 

sarnest. Warrants are out for about a hun- 
dred others, who have been prominent. 
When the officer arrested Fonda, he touched 
him on the shoulder and said: ‘Fonda, I 
would like to see youa moment.’’ Fonda re- 
sponded with an important air, ‘‘More than 
two hundred men like to see me.’’ But 
when the officer told him his object in wish- 
ing tosee him, he was not so loud in his re- 
plies. He is aman about forty years old, an 
alleged lawyer who came here from New Jer- 
sey three years ago, but: never secured any 
practice. He is decidedly without character 
in this city; 1s a hanger-on about saloons. 
A year ago the Omaha Republican folks 
had him arrested, charged with stealing 
copies ot that paper from the front of sub- 
scribers’ doors. ‘the prosecution of the case 
was held in abeyance upon his promising to 
leave the city. He did leave, but returned 
again, and has been allowed to remain on 
sufferance. At onetime he edited a one-horse 
greenback weekly here. He claims to be a 
socialist and says he glories in that name. He 
is a glib-tongued chap. barney Hanron 
keeps a low doggery, and has never been con- 
sidered as much of a toiler. He has lived in 
the Third ward, noturious for its houses of 
prostitution and dives, andat one time was 
sent by an admiring constituency of that 
ward to represent them in the city council. 
He and Fonda were put under $1,000 bonds 
each, to appear in the police court Thursday, 
on the charge of instigating a riot. The same 
course will be taken with other leaders as they 
are arrested. 

WARNED INTO DISCRETION. 

The Bee, recognized as the workingmen’s 
paper, says editorially: ‘Workingmen of 
Omaha must not crowd around or congregate 
in the streets, or near the grounds where the 
soldiers are stationed. By keeping away you 
will deprive the authorities of every excuse or 
pretense that you mean to create disturbances 
or resort to violence. Let the expensive farce 
of military occupation of a peaceful city pro- 
ceed.. The stupid blunderers who havé called 
for rife army will in due time rue their folly.”’ 

ARRIVAL OF THE GOVERNOR. 

There were no demonstrations by the stri- 
kers Saturday. Regular troops and the mi- 
litia will be kept guarding the non-striking 
laborers until all danger of another riot is

AN ENCOUNTER WITH THE MILITARY. 

The militia now in this city to protect the 
non-striking laborers were annoyed last even- 
ing by a gathering of men and boys, who 
threw brick-bats at the officers, hitting several 
of them. A squad of soldiers finally charged 
on the crowd to drive it back from the 
militia) quarters, -and several of the 
assailants were severely wounded 
by bayonets. One of the wounded 
men is named FE. P. Armstrong, formerly a 
machinist, wlio was wounded in the breast 


and taken tothe guard house, supposed to be 
only slightly hurt, has died from his wound. 
He had been slightly under the influence of 
liquor, and was abusing the soldiers. When 
sober he was inoffensive. The occurrence was 
not generally known in the city last night, 
but it threatens to greatly complicate the 
Aroubles. 
THE LATEST FROM THE FIELD. 

Work was resumed this morning on the 
contract left by the strikers. An inquest 
Armstrong, the citizen who died 
last night from a bayonet wound, is in 
progress. There is less excitement in the 
city than had been anticipated. 
have made no demonstration thus far. 

A PROTEST AGAINST THE MILITARY. 

Cuicaco, March 13.—The trade and labor 
union of this city adopted resolutions, to-day, 
condemning the calling out of military to aid 
in suppressing the strike at Omaha, and call- 
ing upon their representatives at Washington 
to urge President Arthur to recail the troops 
immediately. The resolutions were _ tele- 
graphed to Washington.

POLITICIANS’ VIEWS ON THE CHI- 
NESE AND OTHER QUESTIONS. 


The Sensation Created by t’e New Position of Noted 
Republiean Senators—The Results of Senator 
Jones’s Speech—More about Senator B. 

H. Hill’s Condition—Georgia Politics.

GEORGIA RIVERS AND HARBORS. 

Our rivers and harbors are receiving careful 
attention. Senator Brown has presented a 
petition from merchants and bankers of At- 
lanta for the improvement of the harbor at 
' Savannah. Memorials from Savannah, and 
from prominent citizens of New York making 
the same request will be presented. The sen- 
ator will soon introduce a bill to appropriate 
$350,000 to carry out the improvements in 
' the harbor according to the recent survey. 
Also bills for the improvement of the Savan- 
| nah river between Savannah and Augusta 
-and above Augusta to Trotter’s shoals: to im- 
prove the Altamaha, Chattahoochee, Oconee, 
Ugeechee, Coosa, Flint and Ocmulgee rivers. 
| The harbor of Brunswick is also presented for 
aid in another of the senator’s bills. Mr. 
Black is thoroughly alive to. the 
interests of Savannah and _ Brunswick, 
and the entire Georgia delegation is 
ready to make a pull together for justice to 
the Georgia rivers and harbors. I don’t see 
how Savannah’s ciaims can be overlooked. 
Last year there were promises of better things 
at thissession to make the pittance then given 
more acceptable. Savannah has spent hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars that ought to 
have come out of the United States treasury 
to improve one of the most important of 
American harbors, 

GEORGIA POLITICIANS, 

The visiting politicians from Georgia are 
taking things quietly here.

Propositions Concerning the Supreme Court—The 
Post-Office Appropriations Bill. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—In the senate to- 
day, Mr. Jackson presented a petition of some 
colored citizens of Tennessee asking for relief 
from sufferings caused by the drought of 1830. 
Referred. 

A number of reports were made from com- 
mittees, and bills were introduced and re- 
ferred, among which was one by Mr. Jackson 
to provide for the settlement of accounts with 
the Mobile and Ohio railroad company.

reported a bili amending the statutes relating 
to a quorum of the supreme court of the 
United States. It provides that a majority of | 
the court shall constitute a quorum, 
instead of six justices as at 
present, and prohibits any justice 
from sitting on a case on appeal on which he 
acted in a circuit court. Placed on the cal- 
endar. Mr. Davis, of Illinois, from the eom- 
mittee on the judiciary reported, with amend- 
ment, a bill to establish a court of appeals, 
which was placed upon the calendar. 
THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

The senate then, at 1:30, proceeded toa 
consideration. of the tariff commission bill, 
and Mr. Slater, of Oregon, took the floor. At 
the conclusion of Mr. Slater’s remarks on the 
tariff. the commission bill was laid aside in- 
formally, and a resolution favoring a call for 
a convention of the American nations was 
taken up. After spending three hours in ex- 
ecutive session, the senate at 5:55 adjourned. 


THE ANTI-POLYGAMY CRUSADE 


The Army Appropriation Bill—A Seaseu of Fillibus- 
tering. 

Wasuinetox, March 13 —In the house the 
speaker announced the appointment of Messrs. 
Camp, White, Sherwin, Stone, Hepburne, 
Springer, Vance, Muldraw, Shackelford, asa se- 
lect committeeon woman suffrage. The speaker 
presented the memorial of the legislature 
of Utah complaining of the baseless aud mon- 
strous exaggerations under which the people 
of Utah were placed in jeopardy, etc., and 
asking congress to suspend action until a 
commission shall investigate the affairs of that 
territory. Keferred to the committee on ju- 
diciary. 

THE ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 

Mr. Butterworth, from the appropriation 
committee, reported the army appropriation 
bill. It provides for uhe aggregate appropria- 
tions of $27,431,698, based upon estimates ag- 
gregating $29,237 ,386.67, and is an increase of 
$743,898 over the appropriation of last year. 
The principal items of the bill are $12.247,198 
for the pay of the army on a_ basis 
of not exceeding 25,000 enlisted men, 500 en- 
listed men for the signal corps; $4,164,000 for 
transportation; $3,500,000 for supplies for the 
quarter master’s department; $2,300,000 for 
subsistence supplies; $1,600,000 for the pur- 
chase and manufacture of clothing and 
camp and garrison equippage. The bill con- 
tains a clause providing for the compulsory 
retirement of officers at 62 years of age, and 
a further provision referring what are known 
as the 4th of July claims to a court of ciaims. 
Keferred to the committee of the whole. 

THE SUFFERERS BY THE FLOOD. 

Under the call of states bills were intro- 
duced by Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas, to supply 
rations for sufferers by the overflow of the 
Mississippi; also for the repair of the levees. 
By Mr. Robertson, of Louisiana, for the pro- 
tection of life and property 
dangered by the floods of the 
sippi river. ‘The — resolutions of 
Cincinnati chamber of commerce asking for 
relief of the sufferers by the Mississippi 
overflow, were read and _ referred. Mr. 
Hiscock, of New York, stated 
that the committee on appropriations 
had the subject under consideration and was 
in communication with the secretary of war, 
who said he had sufficient supplies on band 
to last until Mareh 20th, or probably until 
the first of April. 

Among other bills introduced was one by 
Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi, appropriating 
$500,000 for the relief of tie sufferers by the 
overfiow of the Mississippi river.

THAT HE WILL NOT CALL AN EX~- 
TRA SESSION. 


His Reasons for this Decision—No Need for Hurry— 
The Governor wil} not be a Candidate f-r Con- 
gress at Large—A well known Politi- 
cian’s Opinion of the Decision, Etc. 


Tue ConsTITUTION is enabled to give this 
morning the decision ef Governor Colquitt as 
to the extra session of the legislature. 
In conversation with a representative of 
Tue Constitution Governor Colquitt said: 

“T have determined not to call the legisla- 
ture in session for the redistricting of the 


s*ate.”’ 
“Will you give the public the reasons that

icd you to this conclusion” 

“Certainly. The main thing is the ques- 
tion of expense. The legislature has already 
bad an extra session, and the expense has 
been very heavy. I see no reason to add to 
this by another session. The state will lose 
none of its representatton. The extra con- 
gressman will be elected from the state at 
large, and will represent the state just as well 
as if he was elected from a district.” 

“ft issaid, though, that it will cost just as 
much, except the mileage, to redistrict at the 
regular session next year as to do it now?” 

‘That isa mistake. The mileage itself isa 
considerable item, but beyond this there 
would be very heavy extra cost. Forinstance: 
Suppose the extra session is called. After a 
day or two lost in organization, a committee 
on redistricting is appointed. While this 
committee is preparing its report the legisla- 
ture waits idle-handed. After the report is 
made the redistricting bil! would have to be 
read three separate readings in each house. 
This would take six days—all of which time 
the legislature would be sitting idle, though 
drawing full pay. Then there would be a long 
debate over the bill and countless amend- 
ments. Now,if the work is done during a 
regular session, the legislature could attend 
to other business while waiting for the report 
of the committee, and while waiting for the 
readings of the bill, so there would be no 
time lost. As for the debate, it might fit 
that in during dull days of the regular ses- 
sion, and save at least two or three weeks of 
time. This has led meto decide not to call 
the extra session.” 

“There is another reason,’ said the gov- 
ernor, ‘that you may give if you wish. It is 
a great burden on the tarmer members to call 
them away from their crops in the spring or 
summer. Thatis atime when the farmer is 
needed at home, and never so much so, per- 
haps, as now. I have a letter from a member 
now, telling me he has lost two crops by the 
legislature already. Where there is no emer- 
gency, and really no reason for action this 
year, I think such an appeal ought to have 
weight.” . 

THE GOVERNOR WILL NOT BE A CANDIDATE. 

“Your name has been suggested, Governor, 
as a candidate for congress at large, Have 
you any objection to saying whether or not 
you willrun?’ 

“None at all. I shail not be a candidate 
under any circumstances. Had I ever thought 
of such a thing—I bave never thought of it 
—the very fact that I find it necessary from 
public consideration not to call the extra ses- 
sion, would make it indelicate and improper 
for me to allow my name tobe used. I shall 
not be a candidate.”

The moment the call foran extra 
session had been issued, every one of a hun- 
dred aspirants for congress would have planned 
a district to suit himself.

THE QUESTION OF THE SUFFI- 
CIENCY OF THE BOND. 


Senator Joseph E. Brown's Argument Before the Joint 
Committee of the Georgia Legislature on the 
Lease of the Western and Atlante Rail- 
road, end the Bond Given, Ete. 


The discussion of the State road lease has 
attracted so much attention that, in order 
that both sides shall be presented, below is 
given the argument of Senator Joseph E. 
Brown before the joint committee of the 
Georgia legislature, on the lease of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad and the sufficiency 
of the bond given by said company: 

Mr. Brown said: AsI understand it, Mr. Chair 
man, the proposition to be discussed here is a leya 
one; and lam therefore very happy that I havea 
committee of intelligent lawyers to address on this 
occasion. I infer from the opinion given by the at. 
torney general, which I have seen, that the question] 
has been raised here, whether any legal bond was 
given by the lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad company, originally, and whether there is 
at present any sufficient bond. I understend the 
attorney genera] to make the point that the railroad 
companies that indorsed for the Western and At- 
lantic railroad company, had no authority, under 
their charters, to make the indorsement; upon the 
usual rule that the authority given to a corporation 
is to be construed strictly, you must find in the law 
the authority that you claim. I undeistand him, 
further, to take the position that being true, that 
there could be no binding suretyship, unless the 
stockholders agreed to the indorsement. I respect- 
fully differ with the attorney general on that point: 
If theactindorsing is ultra vires and no authority 
of law is given to indorse, then the fact that the 
stockholders ratified it would have nothing to do 
with the validity of the indorsement. They might 
make themselves personally liable by certain acts; 
but the stockholders’ ratifying, or, in the first in- 
stance, doing the act that amounts to an indorse- 
ment when they have no legal authority to indorse, 
would not make the acta legal one, and bind the 
company. 

A Senator—I think he meant this: thatif all the 
stockholders were to unanimously agree thereto, 


there would be no otber parties in interest to ob- 
ject. 

Mr. Brown-—Well, then you go a step further than 
the attorney general goes. He does not say it must 
be the unanimous act of the stockholders; but the 
act of the stockholders. And where the stockhold- 
ers do act, they can act by a majority as usual, 
They are seldom unanimous on any point. But, 
Mr. Chairman, if the legal authority is possessed by 
a corporation toindorse, then the indorsemént may 
be made by whatever authority of the corporation 
usually makes acontract. if the rute or law of that 
corporation is that it takes a vote of the stockhold- 
ers to make a contract, then there could be no con- 
tract of suretyship, they having the authority to 
coutract without the actof the stockholders. But 
if the directors have the power to contract for the 
corporation, generally, then if the corporation has 
the power to make a coutract of suretyship, the di- 
rectors can muke it without refering it to the stock- 
holders. In other words, whatever power repre- 
sents the corporation and makes binding contracts 
upon it, can make a contract of suretyship, if the 
authority is given to the corporation to become a 
surety, 

The attorney general states that he has not had 
time to examine the authorities, and I respectfully 
submit, with great defereice to him, for | have very 
great respect for his ability and his legal learniug, 
thuthe has done himseif injustice in this opinion 
by giving it without having time to examine au- 
thorities. IJtis very clear he did not examine the 
law on the subject. 

He cites the case in the 63 Ga. to show that where 
a corporation exereds the authority given to it by 
law iteannot bind the corporators. That case was 
simply this: he city of Macon, as Was claimed, 
had authority under her charter and «ertain stat- 
utes that had been passed to take stock iu railr ad 
comipanies. Some question Was raised by the judge 
in delivering this opinion whether they had even 
thatauthority Intheease that came betore the 
court, they took no stock in any railroad company, 
but they were proceeding to indorse the bonds of a 
street carcompany. Tax payers then filed a bill to 
enjoin the indors-ment by the city, and the street 
car company from receiving the indorsement. Aud 
the court he'd, and | think verv properly, that the 
act of indorsement did not bind the city, because 
there was nothing in the charter or the laws author- 
izing them to make it; and the authority, even if 
it existed, which was questionable, to take stock iu 
a railroad comypauy, did not confer the power to in- 
dorse the bonds of a street carcompany. And that 
was the Case, and ali there was in the case, es ci:ed 
by the attorney general. There is no controversy 
between him and me about the lawon the subjeet, 
That act was ultra viresand did uot bind the city, 
aud the supreme court so decided. Thatis the oury 
uuthority he quotes, except that he refers to the 
brief of couunsei in that case; and if you will refer 
to these authorities they are in cases similar in prin- 
ciple to that. 

Now, the first question here, it seems to me, is, 
didthe railroad companies who became the in- 
dorsers for :he Western and Atlantic railroad com- 
pany have the authority of law to indorse? If they 
had, and if they indorsed, there is no question 
about the bond. 

To euable a corporation to indorse or make any 

other coutract, it is not necessary that the autbority 
be given specialty in the charter. 1t may be given 
by special act of the legislature as well. There 
must be some act of the legislature giving the cor- 
poration tre power to make certain contracts before 
itcan makethnem. if the charter does not contain 
the power, then you must find it given in some 
other act of the legislature. But if there is ageneral 
act authorizingail the railroads in Georgia to in- 
dorse, it would bevirtually an amendmeiut of the 
charter of each, incorporating the power to indorse. 
In other words, the general law giving authority to 
indorse would be as binding, aud they would have 
the same power to act ‘indec it, as if the same law 
had been incorporated in their charter. Each law 
is passed by the same authority, the legislature of 
(georvia; andit does not matter, therefure, what 
law gives the authority, so the authority is given by 
law. 
Was the authority given here? I turn tothe lease 
act, Which I; pprehend the attorney general had 
not readin bis press of business, and read from the 
latter part of section 10. “‘And no railroad compa- 
ny. orex resscompany or companies, or a combi- 
nrtion’ of either, shall in any event becume the les- 
sees of said road; but they may become sureties on 
the bond of ihe lessees.”’ 

There is the authority given to all the railroad 
companics of Georgia as broadly as the English 
languace can possibly express it, to indorse for the 
Western and Auviantie railroad company. ‘No rail- 
road company, nO express Company, LO combitia- 
tion of either shall be lessees; but they may be- 
come the suretieson the bonudsof the lessees. There 
then the legislature expressly Conferread upon them 
the power tu become the sureties of the Company of 
lesseess if they choose to do so 

Now, to show furthermore that the legislature 
contemplated ihat sort of security for the lessees, 
and would take nothing but that, or real estate, 
especially for that part of the sureties outside of he 
state, | read from section 2 of the lease act, which 
says: “The lessees shall be worth over and above 
their indebteduess at least $500,000; and (bere shail 
be security iu thisstate worth at least $5,000,000: 
aud the balaiuce of the security, if out of the state, 
shall be upou real estate or railroad property,"’ 
showing that railroad property was the favorits se- 
curity with the state. The state preferred railroad 
companies as sureties; and the law. geve the must 
unlimited power to railroads to indorse,and as to 
that portion of the security outside of the state, 
nething but real estate or railruad property could be 
accepted, 

ido not think it necessary to enlarge upon this 
by argument. Youare lawyers; you comprehend 
the full significance of these terms. I simply insist 
bthat the power has been given by the leuse actin 
the broadest terms to every railroed company in or 
out of Georgia, as far as the legislature had power 
to confer it, and to every express company, to be- 
come sureties upon the bond of this company. And 
as to the sureties to be taken outside of the state, 
she says she will take nothing but real estate or rail- 
road property. 

A Sen itor—I do not know what progress has been 

made with the argument, having Just come in, but 
I would like tok: owthis: If the railroads were 
authorized to do this, would they not have to get 
the consént of the stockholders before they agreed 
to it? Could the officers of the company doit 
without first getuing the conseut of the stockhold- 
ers? 
Mr. Brown—I will come to that point. Having 
shown, then, as! think, very conclusiveiy, that the 
railroad companies possessed the power to indorse, 
and that, therefore, the contract of going our secu 
rity was not ultra vires, but was authorized in the 
clearest terms; the argument on that point by the 
attorney-general must falitothe ground. If the 
statute had been before him, I| have no idea he 
would have given any such an opinion. 

Now, the next point I will discuss, is the question 
of fact, did these companies legal'y indurse. I un- 
derstand the point has been raised that you do not 
know that they did; that you do not find certain 
evidences of authority conierred upon those who 
represented the companies to represent them, that 
you desire to tind. in other words, you wish to 
fiud at some particular place, evervthing now tha 
was then necessary to show that they did indorse. 
Now I have beena long time out of the practice of 
law—ten yearsand more, and ain get-inga little 
rusty. ButI recollect there wasan old rule I used 


a 


duty faithfully; no oneis sup to transcend 


to read, that every legal officer is supposed to do his : 
his authority; until the contrary appears, the law 
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now object to the bond, to show that there is not a 
legal indorsement. I will show before I am done, 
that the officer whose legal duty it was to examine 
this question and act, did so, and he said it was all 
right. It has been eleven years, nearly, since that 
act was done. and nobody has ever found it wrong. 
I say. then, you are estopped now from denying it 
ix right, and you must presume the officer did his 
duty faiihfully. 1 think thatisa sound legal pro- 
sition. 

eA Benator—I would like to ask you whether you 
have seen Mr. Wadley’s testimony? 

Mr Brown—Yes; your chairman was kind enough 
to hand me last even ng part of the evidence that 
has been taken before jou: and I have read Mr. 
Wadley’s statement before you. And | ce-ire to say 
here, gentlemen, that ho person it Greorz ia, proba- 
blv, entertains a higher regard for Mr. Wadley than 
Ido. We have Leen personal friends for many 
vears, We have acted in railroad conventions and 
various soris of meetings together—some imes op- 
posing each other, it is true—we have acted in con- 
certat numerous times and numerous « casions, 
and I, therefore, have learned to have great respect 
for Mr. Wadley. Kuthe is notinfallible. Heisa 
man of strong feeling, and sometimes gets into an 
error. And I think 1 shall show very clearly that 
Mr. Wadley is in error here. Let us refer tothe 
evidence on that point 

l understand his evidence, in substance, to be 
that his company is not liable on this bond. be- 
cause he did potapprovetheindorsement. I think 
his evidence was that he or Mr. Johnston was to 
indorse for such company as he approved; and 
now he says Johnston indorsed without his appro- 
val. and tnerefore his company is not liable. 

I read first on this subjecta copy of a letter from 
Mr. Wadley. which he will not deny is genuine, 
written to Mr. A. K. Seago,who was the leading man 
in the other company that bid forthe lease, aud 
was trying to get Mr. Wadlicy to consent to become 
surety fort iscompany. Mr. Wadley says: 

Centra! Railrond Kank, Suvannah, Ga., December 
19, 1870—To A, K. Seago, Esq.—bDear sir: 1 have 
your favor of the lith inst., for which 1am much 
obliged. 

1 have never sought to obtain exclusive control 
of the State read; nordo I think either line from 
AUlauta ought to have such control. But we are 
ready to join the Georgia road to lease it, or give 
the required guarautee for a satisfactory private 
company. Very respectiully. 

Wa. M. WADLEY, President. 

That is dated over one week before the lease. In 
the meantime, Mr Wadley does not raise any ques- 
tion about the authority of the Central railrood to 
indorse if he approved. He does not put the de- 
nial that the company is iiable on anf ground, only 
that of the lack of his approval. Here he says he 
is Willing to join the Georgia railroad iu a lease, 
‘or give the required guarantee for a satisfactory 
private company.’” Now let us examine this 4 mo- 
iment. The Central and Georgia did not lease. 
The new company was satisfactory to.the Georgia; 
nobody denics that it went surety. 

A Senator—M*vr. Phinizy deni-s it. 

Mr. Brown—so, Mr. Phinizy does not deny it. He 
quibbles about it, if 1 may use theterm. But he 
does not say that they are not liable, as I under- 
stand it. Mr. Wadley says he was willing to join 
the Georgia road in a lease, or unite in guarantee- 
ing for a satisfactory company. Our company at 
that time was certainly satisfactory to the Georgia 
road. it was the object of the two roads that tne 
State road should be run by acompany without 
discriminating in favor of any one. Mr. Wadley 
Virtually says: ‘I dothink the Central ought to 
goon the bond of a company that will treat us 
both properly.’’ Now, the Georgia thought this 
company did that, and it was nearly eleveu years 
afte, the lease before the world was informed that 
Mr. Wadley did not think so. He was willing to 
indorse for a company that would giveall the roads 
fuir play. As ours was organized, he could have no 
doubt we would doit. he does not now deny that 
we did it, and hewill notdenyit. Then what was 
his objection to our company, com;¢sed of the 
persous it was, and representing the rallroad inter- 
estitdid. Hegives po reason for his objection in 
his evidence before you. 

“Mr. Wadiey’s company has had daily communi- 
cation with the Western and Atlantic railroad com- 
pany for neriy eleven years; we have had setile- 
men's weekly or monthly, all sorts of transactivns 
together. and the world has never been informed 
tili nearly eleven years afterwards, that Mr. Wadley 
did notapprove of the acuion of Mr. Johnston in 
making that iudorsement,and Mr. Wadley concedes 
that he o. Mr. Johnston had the right to make it 
when he approved the company. What reasonable 
ovjection could he have to the company? He 
tives none. lrespectfullysubmit that Mr. Wadley 
is estopped at thislate day from getting up ard de- 
nyingthat be approved it.

I take it for granted that the-e genuemen under- 
stood the law of their respective charters at ihe 
time: they knew the action that had been taken: 
they were men of high character, and would not 
commit perjury by sw aring positively that their 
companies had anthorized them to indorse for this 
company ifthey had notdone se. William B. Jobn- 
ston S*é@ars he is the authorized agent of the Central 
railroad company, aud that said company has con- 
sented to become surety for the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad company.

Next comes in che bond. The lease act had made 
it the duty of the governor io lease the road and 
bond.

Mr. Brown—By no meaus. But I say the presump- 
tion is that you have a good bond that they cannot 
defend s#gainst. And the courts, avd not the leg- 
islators, have jurisdiction of that issue. It devolves 
ou you to show before the courts if you deny it, 
that there is not a good bond: and that the gever 
nor at the time did not do his duty and take a good 
one, 

I have only two charters beforeme. The charter 
of the Macon and Western railroad company, one 
of the sureties on our bond, in section 14, says: 
“The power of making the by-laws and of appoint- 1 
ing such officers, agents and servants as the busi- 
ness of the company may require, and of controll- 
ing generally its affairs, and of entering into con- 
tracts in his behalf, shall be exercised by the presi- 
dents and directors of saidcompany.'’ There is no 
allusion to stockholders at all. And the president 
aud directors have the full power to bind the com- 
pany by any coutract they make. I think that is 
pretty geuerally the case with corporations. 1 have 
the charter of the Central here also. Seciion 6 
says: “And the said principal board of directors 
shall be capable of exercising such other powers 
and duties aud autho.ity for the weil goveruing 
and ans the effuirs of the said corpcration, as 
to them shall appear conducive to the interest of 
the rame."’ Aliu agalu, section )7: “The directors

Phat logislatuce, I presume, 
understood lias you do, that it was important 
that there should bea vaiid bona given before there 
eould bea valid lease coutract The valid bond 
with good security, was a condition precedent to 
the lease contract. Aud 1 do not think, with all 
ty of the action ol your predecessors On 
that gucsiion, who, after full investigation. ex- 
pressiv aflirmed the “lease contract.” Nor have you 
any right tosctitaside. The jurisdiction of that 
question now belongs to the courts, and not to h 
generalasseimbly. #he contract made by the gov-

ernor, under the anthority of an act of the legis- 
lature, Was certainly biiding on the state after it 
had been aflirmed by the legislature, even if tne 
eoudition precedent had not been coinplied with 
by the governor in making the contract, 
though it was in fact; and it is beyond the power 
of a subsequent legislature to annul it wishout the 
consent of the other parties to the contract. That 
action of the legisl. tu e was nearly two vears after 
the lease had been nate. But they went still 
further and added this proviso: ‘Provided, that 
the execution ad fil.ing of such corrected inven- 
tory, shall not operate to r lease the sureties on the 
bond of said lessees as heretofore made, but said 
sureties shall remain bound by said first appraise- 
ment, in case they refuse to sauction the second.”’ 

That seemed tousto settleit They went into 
this investigation and found first that the charges 
of fraud were not sustained. They looked into he 
whole case; they ordered a new inventory to be 
madeand declared when that shall be made the 
lease contract shall stand aftlirmed, and the sureties 
on the boud heretofore made shall remain liable, 
and if they object tothe new inventory they shall 
be bound by the first one. I donot think the 
attorney general,if he had had these authoritles be-

A Senator—Suppose at the time they were not 
liable, does the resolution to the effect that they 
should remain liavle make them .o? ; 

Mr. Brown—No, | don’t think so; but I think it 
is fair to presume that our predecessors knew some- 
thing as wellas ourselves Asalready stated, there 
could be no valid lease contract without a legaland 
agzood bond When vour predecessors atlinned the 
contract, they thereby adjudged the bond good. and 
neither you nor the sureties can deny itonly ina 
court having jurisdiction to decide on the question 
of their liability; and I think you, asa legislator, 
are estopped even in that case. 

The Senator—! do not think the resolution they 
acted under authorized that. 

Governor Brown— Well, I do not think the resolu- 
tion under which you.act authorizes this. If they 
traveled outside a little, l think you are doing the 
game. It seems ilo me that their action should be 
presumed to be correct :,and that the legislature of 
1872, who took a great déal more time investigating 
this whole ques'ion than you have done, much 
more recently, (oo, after the transaction, and formed 
this opinion, are entitied to respect; their opinions 
are Worth something, aud their resolutions should 
yo for something. That is the way I view it. 

Vhether :izht or wrong, their action aflirming the 
contract bound the state. 
=I now recd from section 5 of the act of 1874, en- 
titled an act to preveiut monopolies in the trans- 
portation of freights, and to secure free compe- 
tition in the sume, aud fer other purposes. ‘That 
none of the provisions of the foregoing sections of 
thisact shall apply to shipments or consignments 
of freight from points beyond the limits of this 
state, except such as come by sea, and except 
such as puss over the Western and Atlantic railroad ; 
and in respect to said road, this act shall be con- 
strued as in harmony w.th, andin furtherance of, 
the provisions of the law and coutract under 
which the same is leased, by which discrimina- 
tions against other lines ae forbidden,”’ 

There the contract of lease is again expressly re- 
cognized.. Thus another legislaiure, tbat of 1574, 
recognizes the coutract distinctly; and provides 
that it shal! be carried out, and the non-di. crimi- 
nation feature shall be fully respected. 

The legi-iature ulso recognizes the lease as valid 
and binding in the act passed 254 August, 1472, 
page 337, i refereuce lo granting the Georgia Wes- 
tern the privilege to come in on the right of way of 
the Western and Atlantic. The act pas-ed with the 
folowing proviso: ‘‘That the right of way of the 
Western and Atlantic shall not be used beyond the 
limits now allowed by statute. except by the writ- 
ten consent of the lessees of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad.’’ 

And again. the act authorizing the Cincinnati 
Southern to run into Chattanooga on the right of 
way of the Western and Atlantic gives the authority 
on condition that they get the consent of the lessees 
of the Western and Atiantic railroad. So that the 
legislature has over and over again recognized the 
contract as valid and binding upon the state, and 
the state is estopped now from denying its validity. 
So much for the indorsements by the general a»s- 
sembly. ‘ 

Since that time the executive department of the 
state government has reeugnized it (Ll know one 
hundred and thirty times); and I think I could say 
ithas recognized it many moretimes. We have 
paid them rental,and they have received it from us 
as lessees in One hundred and thirty instalments 
They recognize the contract every month as we go 
slong, and receive the rental and make no point 
about it. Thus the legislative deparunent has rec- 
ognized it; and the executive department has per- 
petually recognized it for neariy eleven years. 

Now, I eantto show you that the judicial de- 
partment has al-o recognized it. 

I have before mea copy of the bill of exceptions 
in the case of the state vs. the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad company in one of the tax cases before 
the supreme court in ISSO. It says: ‘ihe plaintiff 
openéd the case by introducing the fi. fa. with en- 
try of levy, andalso the attidavit of ilegality, to 
which were attached also the return made by the 
defendant to the comptroller general of its proper- 
ty for the year 1574, and the receipt of the comp- 
troller general fur-taxes paid by said defendant for 
said year. Plaintiff then demurred and moved to 
dismiss said aflidavit of illegality on the following 
grounds, to-wit: 

1. Because there was no such return asthe law 
reqniresio entitle said company to the remedy of 
affidavit of illegality. 

2. Because defendant has not paid the taxes re- 


* quired by the act of February 28, 1874, and the tax 


act of 1873, as a condition precedent to give the 
court jurisdiction by aflidavit of illegslity. 

Which demurrer and motion to dismiss were over- 
ruled by the court, and the plaintiff excepted. 

The plaintiff then introduced an agreed state- 
meut of facts containing acopy of the lease act of 
14th of @ctober, 1870, the notice of Governor Bul- 
lock’s advertising fora lease under said act, the 
proposals of certain parties therein named to lease 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, with the afti- 
davts required by law, the deed of lease and act of 
incorporation by Governor Bullock; also the order 
of the governor appointing committee of 
valuation of the property leased, the bond given 
by the defendant, ant letter written by super- 
intendent MacRav, etc.”’ se ¢ 4 “The 
plaintiff again moved to dismiss the aflidavit of ille- 
gality on the ground, among others, that the de- 
fendant’s company had no exemptions from taxa- 
tion, either total or partial, and if they had any 
such, the same was repealed by the tax actof the 
28th of February, 1874; that defendant’s company 
never had a valid lease to said railroad and appur- 
tenances, never;ave any bond and security accord- 
ing to law, and were therefore liable to pay taxes 
on said road and appurtenances on the same basis 
as nuturai citizensof the state; which motion was 
overruled by the court.”’ 

Mr. Hunt—I would+uggest that that last seems 
to be very important, provided the su preme court 
passed upon it : 

Mr. Brown—They make it a point distinctly: and 
if the court did not oS mar adjudicate it, it was 
because the court considered there was no merit in 
os, it lay at the very foundation of the action. 
They could not entertain thiscase and determine 
how much this corporation should pay, whether it 
should pay on the road, whetheritshould pay on 
the corpus, or its net income, if there was no com- 
pany in existence. Thatis put atthe very foun- 
dation of the action. And whenever the supreme 
court ruled that we were liable to pay a tax, it sus- 
tained the corporation, because thgre was nothing 
to tax unless there was a legal company; and that

Chief Justice Jackson, being a relative of one of 
the parties, was disqualified, and Judge Harris, of 
the Coweta circuit, presided in his place and deliv- 
ered the opinion in thiscase.

sutsuppose Mr. Wadley were right aboutit, that 
the Central railroad did not legally go un this bond, 
though Ido notadmit auy such thing, for I have 
no dvubt that company would be held Hable in 
any courtin Georgia; then you still have property 
bound bere worth more than twenty millions of 
dollars. Nobody questions in this case, as well as 
ii al] others, that ihe state is entitled to bea pre- 
ferred creditor if there should be any difliculty 
about the bond.

Louis 
and tron Mountain road, was sent tome, and I tiled 
it with the yovernor, and Colonel Cole also sent 
that of his company, which was delivered to the 
governor. Sout the Central drops out to-day, our 
bond is still worth more than twenty millions of 
dollars. And you will bear in mind that the others 
are not released if the governor was deceived by 
Mr. Jobnston’s afiidavit as tothe Central. Noone 
of the companies made the liability of another com- 
pany a condition precedent to its liability 

I beg to submitto your consideration the further 
fuct at thisstuge, that you have no right to call on 
us to give additional security as long as the bond is 
worth two millions of dullars. That isthe law; I 
read from the lease act, ‘‘provided further this shall 
not prevent the legislature from requiring other 
surety, atany time, if the surely becomes worth 
less than $2,000,000, or looking iuto its condition 
from time to time ”’ 

‘the legislature thought best at the commence 
menttorequire a bond worth $8,000,000; but in 
eae the bond ata later period became insufficient, 
it reserved to the future legislature (and this is 
purt of the contract) authority to leok iato the 
question of the suftlicieneg of the surety, aud if 
necessary, to require other surety, if thatin exis 
tence is worth less than $2,000,000. And it seys you 
may do that and require other security if the orizi- 
nalis not sufficient to the amount of $2,000,000. 
But this isthe limit of your reserved authority. 
If, then, ourpresent secur:ty is worth less than 
$2,000,000, you have the right to require additional 
security. You cannot say “there is no iease 
contract here.”’ Your predecessors have 
made and affirmed the contract and bound you by 
it. All you could say to us is, ‘our preseut surety 
is not sufficient;’’ and that you apprehend loss :o 
the state unless we give better security. And this 
act nowhere provides that if the -ecurity becowes 
less than $2.000,000 it inva:idates the lease. When 
it reaches down to that point, aud you require ad- 
ditional security, we shall be ready to respond. 

But outside of all that, and 1 submit it to you 
as lawyers, statesmen and gentlemen, does any 
one of you b lieve that the state is in any dan- 
ger of loss on account of the insufficiency of this 
bond? Not asingle one of you believe it. The 
people of Georgia do not believe a single word 
of it. We have held the lease nearly eleven years; 
there is a little over nine years vet to run. My 
orders have invariubly been—and if there has been 
an instance where they have been violated, I do not 
know it; 1 believe there.is none—to pay you the 
rental on the last day of the month, unless it 
comes on Sunday, and then to pay on Saturday, 
the day before. I believe there has never been 
an instance to the contrary. The law gives us 
twenty days afier the month papiree before you 
can take any steps against us. But my rule has 
been in this matter, as my rule has ever been in 
my private affairs, to pay the day it isdue. And 
| have told my treasurer: “If it costs you 25 per 
cent on money at the time, get the money and 
pay iton the last day of the month, if not Sunday; 
if Sunday, on Saturday.’’ 

For several years during the first part of the lease 
we did not makea dollarof dividend. We found 
the road desperately run down; in acondition we 
could hardly run in safely. The prophecy was that 
we would take the road and run i awhile and 
throw it back upon the state. But there happened 
to be gentlemen connected with it who do not deal 
that way with the public, and we determined, if it 
broke us, we would stand up toit and go through 
with it honestly and fairly to the last day; and we 
stand there yet. We went to work; and, instead of 
paying dividends, we made improvements; we 
have laid most of the road with steel rails; we put 
in iron bridges instead of the shackling wooden 
ones we received, We have improved 
the road in every way fill it is in a condition 
thatI presum none of you will say You ever saw 
it better. There are few roads in the United States 
better than the Western and Atlantic. A half mil- 
1ion of dollars would not nearly pay the difference 
between its condition then and its condition to-day. 

What is the bond for? It binds us to pay the state 
nouthly $25,000, anu at the end of the lease to re- 
turn the road i: as good condition as we found it. 
That is all there isin it; that is all our obligation. 
You have watched us for eleven years. If we had 


'no security would our past conduct justify you in 


the conclusion that we would either betray you or 
cheat you’? You have the } ower, if we do not pay 
the rental within twenty days after the en! of each 
month, to forfeit the lease and take back the road 
with all its improvements. 

I do net believe there isany geatleman among 
you who feelsunxious todothat. Weare to return 
it as good as we gotit. there is not much danger 
of our being able to return itin as baa a condition 
aswegotit. Wecananotrun it and doour preseat 
busivess if we letit run down as low as when we 
received it. There is no provision to pay us for bet 
terments. 

A Senator—By your construction of the act, did 
the corporation come into existenve till the bond 
was executed? 

Mr. Brown—The law says as soon as the poseess: 
tion is accepted, und the names put upon the exec- 
utive minutes, the company becomes a body cate 
rate,etc. Butwe intend toincyr no liabilities, but 
whi promptly pay you the rental when due: and 
we intend to return the road in better condition 
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ter we canno! affurd to sacrifice by undertaking to 
cheat the state. 

Mr. Hunt—there is nothing in that lease act that 
provides for payment of betterments. 

Mr. Browu—No, nothing for betterments—not @ 
word init. We have uo doubt the state will desire 
on fival settlement to deal justly with us on that 
subject. We apprehend he misunderstanding 
aboutit. We want nothing but justice. 

Now, geutlemen, when we come down to the 


this matter, I ean confidently say that we have 
acted honorably with the state, and you Lave uil 
the guarantees thaiany people could ask. We took 
the road ata time when you Were getting nothing 
forit. It was bringing you targely in debt. We 
have paid the rental prompuy: one half of the 
rental goes to the children of the state as part of the 
educational fund. UCuder bo political Inanpagement 
do IL suppose you would have done as well as you 
havedune. We made for the last year what looks 
like a large income, but seatier it back over the 
ditis not much as ah average annual in- 
come. And with the road built, which you have 
chartered along our side, it camuot pay so inuch to- 
wards the end of the lease. We are paying Ure ine 
ome bondsout of the net carnings. If you take 
the time lost at the start, when we had no incomes, 
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the average incomes will not be large. 
Mr. Kankin—How much will the new road lessen 
your incomes? 
’ Mr. Brown—Very largely. Take the 
for instance, from East Tennessee.

protect us, 

But to return one moment tothe matter of the 
boud, or tothe action of the Central. Mr. John- 
ston was the agent for that company. He indorsed 
the bond, and the company had notice of that fact. 
No steps were taken to notify the executive or the 
public that they did not hold themselves liable. 
Kleven years have passed, they have constantly 
dealt with us asa company of lessees, and I say 
they are estopped from sajyiug ut this late day that 
hey were not liable. 

Mr. Wadley has stated, as no donbt he now 
thinks, that the Central was not an indorser, and 
therefore he. of course, does not think there was @ 
legallease. Yet, at a later period— within the last 
two or three years— Mr. Wadley bought a majority 
of the whole siock in this lease and paid out in cash 
nearly six hundred thousand dollars forit. And 
when it did not quite suit his purpose to hold it— 
for what reason he explains for himself—and when 
he did not control the read, he sold all the stock 
but two shares. Do you think if Mr. Wadley had 
understood at that time that the Central was not 
liable on the bond, and that there was no legal 
lease, that he would have paid nearly $600,000 for a 
majority of the stock of this company? 

Mr. Foster—How much did he own? 

Mr. Brown—There are twenty-three shares. He 
bought, I think, eleven and five-eighth shares—one- 
eighth of ashare over hali—a bare majority, for 
which he paid $50,000 a share in cah down, and 
that would be, as you see, nearly $600.000. 

Gentlemen, I think I know enough about the 
people of Georgia to be able to say very positively 
that your constituents do not require of you any 
interference with the lease of the State rvad. Nei- 
ther you nor any other person can deny trutbfully 
that the lessees have dealt justly and fairly with 
the state and the people, aud have complied in 
good faith with their contract. 

In the first section of the lease act, we have an 
express guarantee against disturbance of this char 
acter, in the following sentence which I now quote: 
‘“Butthe faith of the state is hereby pledged to 
said company that they shall in noc ave be disturbed 
by the authority of the state, so long as they keep 
the contract on their partend make the payments 
when due.’’ Now, I challesge you to sbow that 
we bavein any instance failed to keep the con- 
tract on our part; ort at we bave in any instance 
fuiled to pay the rental when due. Then the faith 
of the state is sulemnily pledged to us that neither 
this committee, this legislature, nor any other 
tribunal, acting underthe authori'y of the state of 
Georgia, shall disturb us. 

ido not impugn the motives of any one, but I 
may justly say that there are restless spirits who 
bave never been saisfied with the lease of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. Some, for the rea- 
son thai they were not amoung the lessees, probably, 
and some fer other reasous But the people have 
not sympathized with their discontent. 

Again, there are restless politicians in the state, 
who would no doubt be glad to see the road taken 
from the lessees and thrown back into political 
inanagement. Doubtless their interest might be 
subserved by it. Or there might be those who would 
be glad to see the present lease terminate and see the 
road thrown into the market for leuse ayain, or 
forse. Po sibly some might be able to profit by this 
state of things. But 1 deny that you have any 
power, if you had the a yr somgen which | do not 
believe, to interfere with the vested rizhis of this 
company, for the gratification of anysuch persons; 
or to eharle any man, or set of men, to subserve 
their own interests by throwing the road back on 
the hands of the state. Ifit should be attempted, I 
shall appeal confidently LO people 
of the stute, and have fear of 
any unfavorasle verdict. ‘the last re- 
sort, an ineorruptible judiciary would administer 
the law and project our rights, 

Litigation, however, may be the thing most uar- 
dently desired Dy some gentlemen, who may be at 
the bottom of this movement. There are distin- 
guished lawvers in Georgia who have already 
drawn large sums out of the treasury of the state 
as fees tor prosecuting or perseculing railroad com, 
paties under the tax act, and probably other acts 
who have attempted to exactabout twice as much 
from the rallroad companies as they knew they 
were liable to pay... Audon thelr refusal to do so, 
they have carried the eases to the courts, and have 
obtaiued large fees for attending to the s'ate’s in- 
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Aud in amajority of the cases they have 
either lost the ease, or received, by way of co.opro- 
mi-e or otherwise, about the same amvuunt that the 
companies were originally willing to pay. 

‘The patriotic gentlemen, I have no doubt, would 
urge you and the legislature fo declare the lease 
void, and direct tbe attorney genera! togfommence 
proceedings «o forfeit the ecbarter. ‘1 ms would be 
sood fees in itand a fat job for some very abie and 
worthy attorneys. ‘The result would not be doubt- 
fulin the cosrts. Ourrights are impregnable and 
cannot be successfully assailed. ‘Ihe effort to lo so 
has from time to time resulted in signal failure. 

If litigatioa can be had, the people will have to 
pay the heavy attorneys’ fees the same as they 
would have done if there had been a good cause of 
action atthe beginuing of the suit. But there will be 
this consolation about it. The heavy loss of the 
tux payers inthe expense of the litigation will re- 
gultin a corresponding gain to the attorneys. 

Gentlemen, you are revresentatives of the people. 
Do you think your constituents desire the litigation 
between the state anda company who have dealt 
honestly and faithfully with the state and the peo- 
ple; and who havethe plighted faith of the state 
that they shall not be disturbed? If you will order 
the litigation, the object of those outside who insti- 
gated or encouraged this proceeding will be accom- 
plished: and you will doubtless receive from them 
the plaudit of well done!

THE GOVERNOR AND THE EXTRA SES- 
SION. 


It will be seen from our news columns this 
morning that Governor Colquitt has deter- 
mined not to convene the legislature in 
extra session for the purpose of redistrict- 
ing the state. 

This decision on the part of the governor 
postpones this question until after the com- 
ing election and makes it necessary to choose 
our tenth congressman by election from the 
state-at-large. The reasons given by 
the governor appear to be sound and the 
people will certainly indorse what he says 
about the necessity of having the least possi- 
ble expense. There seems to be no reasons 
beyond mere personal ones for rearranging | 
the districts until the legislature convenes in 
regular session, and the governor's decision 
will doubtless give general satisfaction. 

The announcement made by Governor Col- 
quitt, to the effect that he would under no 
circumstances be in the race for congressman- 
at-large, does not simplify the situation at all. 
It will, indeed, add to the number of candi- 
dates rather than diminish them, and we may 
look for a struggle that will be second in in- 
terest only to the gubernatorial race itself.

THE TARIFT COMMISSION BILL. 

It is generally conceded by impartial ob- 
servers that the tariff commission bill was. in 
its inception, a device ta postpone legislation 
and prevent a revision of the present system. 
At present, however, it is generally conceded 
that certain elements in congress—the tariff 
reformers, and even a number of genuine 
protectionists-—are in favor of a reasonable 
and just revision of the tariff list. The com- 
mission billcame up in the senate yesterday, 
but the real interest lies in the discussion that 
will occur in the house’ when the 
bill is reached. The status 
of the bill seems to be this—that there will 
be no objection made to calling the measure 
up out of its order. an agreement to that ef- 
fect having been entered into between lead- 
ing democrats and the republicans having the 
matter in charge. In consequence, it is said 
that the commission bill will come before the 
house in better shape than if it had been

A DRUMMER’S DEATH. 


The Sad End of Mr. Joseph Sledge—Killed by the 
Cara 

Karly yesterday morning Mr. Joseph Sledge 

met with a fatal accident near Cusseta, Ala- 

bama, by which he was instantly killed.

McWhorter were summoned from their home 
and arrived late yesterday. They were over- 
whelmed with grief at the death of tbeir son.

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THE BOSTON MYSTERY. 


THE LIFE HISTORY OF THE MUR- 
DERED WOMAN, 


Traced from the Tims when She a White Haired 
Four old Girl—Joe Bell’s Family—She was Al- 
ways a Mystery—The Suspected Mur- 
dercr Not the Right Man, Etc. 


Newscréu, March 13.—A reporter of the 
Sun has been enabled to-dey to materially 
assist in solving the mystery which overhangs 
the history of the so-called Mrs. Harriet Bell, 
who was murdered in Bostun. The story ob- 
tained corresponds in some respects with 
statements already published, and, if true, 
shows that the murdered woman is Miss 
Harriet Bell, who formerly lived in this place. 
never married here. No one ever 
knew her here as a Mrs. Bates, and it is cer- 
tain that she never married aman here by 
the name of Beil. Her history las been 
traced back to the time when she was a four- 
vear-o!d white-haired girl, Her father was 
then a tancurrier and foreman in the morocco 
factory of the late Robert A. Forsyth, in the 
northerfi portion of the village. He had 
thirty or iorty men under his charge. His 
name was Joseph Bell, and his prospects of 
rising in the worid were promising. 

About the year 1854 Joe Bell, as he was 
familiar!’ called, took a house in North 
Water street, curner of Barclay, and near the 
factory in which he was employed. He had 
a family of four children—two daughters and 
two sons. Aman who was well acquaint- 
ed with the family says he is satisfied that the 
woman who was murdered in Boston is 
Harriett Bell. ‘I knew the family well,” he 
said. “There are two sunsand two daughters. 
It was in 1854 that they came to live in North 
Water street. Joe Bell was a working man 
not rich, but had a good position in the mo 
rocco factory. The family were very much 
respected, and moved in good society here. 
Hattie was the second daughter, and the sons 
were still younger. The oldest daughter, 
and, I think, Joe’s wife, died here. 
Betore the family left here it 
went all to pieces. This was caused 
by Joe getting in a woman scrape. He took 
to drink, and, 1 think, died a pauper. I have 
no doubt that the murdered woman is none 
than Hattie Bell. She answers the de- 
scription, and, from what I have heard of her 
doings subsequent to the time she left New- 
burg, | amsure she is the one. She left this 
place before 1865. In February of that year 
the 168th regiment left: here fur the war. 
Chey were devained in New York, and yht'. 
there the boys were allowed sothe liberty to 
see the sights. Among the pretty waiter virls 
in one ot the Mrcadway concert saloons they 
recognized Hattie Bell. She never returned 
to Newburg to my knowledge.

A woman who lived near the Bells in Water 
street, and knew them well, said: ‘“‘The Bells 
were highly respected and well to-do, but not 
wealthy. The boys were Harry and Willie. 

The eldest sister 
died when she was about sixteen years of age. 
Mr. Bell did well until be get in trouble with 
a domestic named Nichols, and then he went 
to the bad very fast. He had to quit the fac- 
tory, and when he wént off he took the girl 
With him. Afterward he returned with the 
woman,-and took her into his own house. 
This was long before his wife died, and it 
caused a great rumpus in the family, which 
The Nichols woman was driven 
out of the house, and then Joe tovok 
to drink, and tinally got in the habit 
~ taking laudanum He lost all 
standing here, and he again 
went away from Newburgk. His wife 
depended upon the charity of others for sup- 
port, and the children scattered, Hattie go 
ing to New York. Some years after Hattie 
went away she came back, ali dressed up and 
looking splendidly. lt was reported then 
that she had marred some one, but 1 never 
heard whe it was. About a yearand a half 
ago Harry Bell, the brotker with one eye, 
came toNewbureh on a visit. He was well 
dressed, and said that he was in the cigar bus- 
iness in New Yerk. Hewlsosaid that Hattie 
had merried and done splendidly. ‘Willie 
Bell, the youngest brether, I belies, is in 
Maine somewhere.
